BERMUDA, 

Dengue Epidemic. 

A general epidemic of dengue was reported during the week ended 
August 28, 1915. Ten cases were notified during this period among 
the military forces. 

CHINA. 

Examination of Rats — Shanghai. 

During the week ended July 31, 1915, 130 rats were examined at 
Shanghai. No plague infection was found. 

GERMANY. 

Cholera. 

Cholera has been notified in Germany as follows: During the week 
ended August 21, 1915, 3 cases with 1 death occurring at Branden- 
burg on the Oder and at Koltsch, and 126 cases vnth. 70 deaths 
notified among prisoners of war in prison camps; week endedAugUst 
28, 1915, 2 cases occurring among civilians at Frankfort on the Oder 
and several cases notified among prisoners. 

ITALY. 

Cholera Carriers — Palermo. 

Fifteen cholera carriers were reported among prisoners of war at 
Palermo, Sicily, September 8, 1915. 

TURKEY. 
Measures Against Pirseus. 

Arrivals from Piraeus were made subject August 11, 1915, to 
medical inspection at the first Turkish port provided with a sanitary 
physician. 

ZANZIBAR. 

Examination of Rats — Zanzibar. 

Rats have been examined in Zanzibar as follows: Month of May, 
1915, 3,745 rats; month of June, 1915, 4,045. No plague infection 
was found.
